Hated Reds 


Anna Wolkoff is the daughter 
of a Cxarist admiral. Cut off from 
her country, she became violently 
anti-Jewish and anti-Communist. 
She began ttying to pass informa- 
tion to Germany when that coun- 
try was anti-Russian, 

Tyler Kent comes from a fine 
diplomatic family, but he translat- 
ed democracy into anti-Red and 
anti-Semitic principles. 

The trial was in secret, but: this 
is the background of the two spies. 

They did not meet until they 

became  fellow-membors of a 

London club calied “The Right 

Club.” 

The club had a badge—an eagle 
gripping a viper. The viper being 
Communism and Jewish blood. 

The Right Club was formed by 


the violence of their own princi- Pp 


It is not known whether 
they were paid by Germany.

Held in Secret 


Their trial was hetd in camera, 
behind the black-out glass-panell~ 
ed doors of the court.

British strength to over- 
come the evil forces of 
Nazism must have been; 
read by Hitler and his ad- 
visers with some forebod- | 
ing as well as rage. The, 
war is now well on its way! 
in its second year but it is 
only during the past three 
or so months that the; 
‘Stage has been sufficient- 
ly cleared to show the 
advantages Britain has 
mained as well as the dis- 
advantages which © still 
weigh against her. The 
New Year season has, in 
fact, given the world an 
opportunity — a. small 
breathing space—to as- 
sess the work of the 
months which have pass- 
ed as well as the tasks 
which still lie ahead. 


In his message to the 
German nation Herr Hit- 
der declared that 1941 
would bring them a deci- 
sive victory, but the 
German leader has cul- 
tivated the habit of 
making grandiose state- 
ments, which, while 
they may sound reas- 
suring to his expectant 
people, are now generally 
discounted, by the world 
at large. While confident 
of success British leaders 
do not adopt the same 
tone. They know that 
much suffering and loss 
still lie ahead, that pro- 
blems will arise which 
may be baffling for 4 
period, but they do know, 
‘that. they have the confid- 
ence of a determined peo- 
ple behind them and as

WATER BRINGS NEW 


SHELTER 


MENACE 


By A Special Correspondent 


I PADDLED ‘through 


the deep shelters of Lon- 


don’s East End just a few hours after thousands of 
men, women and children had huddled together on 
boxes and narrow seats crouching under mackin- 
toshes and ground-sheets. The below-street caverns 
gave them shelter from bombs and shell-splinters 


— but not from water. 


Shelter after shelter in Stepney, ] 
Bow, Limehouse, Tottenham, 
Walthamstuw and many _ other 
boroughs were transformed into 
self-contained reservoirs. Inside 
them, people tried to keep dry. 

Many of them didn’t succeed. 
Neither did I. 

After touring three shelters 
within a nalf-mile radius of 
Stepney Green, | had splashed 
through miniature lakes Gin. 
deep. My shoes were squei- 
ching with water, my socks 
saturated. 

Workmen were busy in most of 
the shelters I entered. 

Old Bill, in Beaumont Square, 
wiped his brow. 

“I've swept gallons and gallons 
of water away,” he said. “I’ve 
been at it all morning. And look 
at it now!” 

He guided me through the sod- 
den network of shelters. Muddied 
pools of water collected every- 
where. 

A.R.P. workers toiled with 
pumps to clear other shelters. 

And on the front garden rails, 
on doorsteps and hanging out 
of bedroom windows of houses 
nearby the damp mattresses and 
‘bed clothing of the shelter 
sleepers were put out to dry. 


Orange Box Hunt 


- People who had spent the night 
in the shelters told me their €x- 
periences. 

In a Stepney shelter, a woman 
nursed her little baby and held an 
umbrella above her head all night 
long to keep off the dripping! 
water. 

Four hundred men, women and 
children in Limehouse had scour- 
éd the neighbourhood for orange 
boxes and constructed their own 
dry platform. 

Water flowed so deep in sec- 
tions of another shelter . that; 
men and women took it In tuen| 
‘te bate It out with small’ cans 
‘Into buckets. As quickly as 
they carried the water out, it 
seeped in again through ~ 
roof and down tho sides,

The answer is YES.

(1) Additional water ducts can 
be dug at the foot of the concrcte 
steps leading down to the shelters 
and grids can be placed over the 
geps to prevent accidents. Much 
of the water in shelters came 
from small-sized waterfalls 
splashing down the steps. 

(2) Concrete roofs of deep shel- 
ters can be made waterproof with 
asphalt or tar, The earth can be 
moved quickly to permit the treat- 
ment to be carried out. 

These are no idle recommenda- 
tions. They are what the people 
Want — because they were sug- 
gested to me by workmen who 
use the shelters,

No Boat Drill 


The cabins on board had becn 
equipped to take double the 
usual numbér of gassengers. 
Four slept in a cabin for one, 
The food was excellent and more 
than sufficient. 

“We left Liverpool at night.” 
Lafitte’s survivor. "We 
were not allowed to walk on the 
promenade deck, where armed 
guards were on patrol. We had 
Iifebelts in our cabins, but - 
noticed that there was no boat 
drill, There were 12° lifeboats 
with a capacity of 60 each; they 
were worn out. There were ap- 
proximately 1,700 to 1,900 per- 
sons on board. 

“On July 2, at seven in the 
morning, a hollow explosion was 
heard in the engine-room. Cries 
and running started in the cor- 
ridors. I dressed scantily and 
went out with a lifebelt. I wanted 
to go to the lifeboats. but the arm- 
ed guards prevented me. I could 
not see any officer; nobody could 
give any advice.

KEY MEN 


FOR AIR OFFENSIVE 


Thousands of young 


men, literally future ‘key.- 


| men’ of the Air Force, are now going. through. what 
is ong of the most intensive training courses in the. 
Service. They are training as wireless operators of 


the Royal Air Force. 


Wireless plays a vita) part in the operation of 
modern aircraft; and the success of the plans for 
coming British air cffensives against the enemy vill 
rest largely with these young airmen whose job it is 
to get the big bombers out and home again. 


First stage in the = several 
months long course is undertaken 
at a great training centre “some- 
where on the north-west coast.” 
Here come many hundreds of new 
recruits each week, to learn both 
Air Force discipline and the ele- 
mentary part of their technical 
training. Initlates are introduc- 
ed. ta the mysteries of electricity 
and ‘magnetism; learn the main- 
t@hance and operation of modern 
wireless sets; the morse code; the 
correct way to send 
messages, and the rest of the lore 
of the “signals” man. 


At the end of this stage the 
trainees are graded. Those vol- 
unteering to become signals mem- 
bers of alr crews, known as wire- 
less operator—air gunners, and 
who pass the high medical stand- 
ard required for flying, go on ta 
another school to specialise on the 
sort of work they will perform in 
aircraft. Then follows a course at 
a bombing and gunnery © school 
where they learn the art of gun- 
nery. Wireless operators destined 
for ground duties go to other 
schools to get thelr advanced 
training, and to build up their 
morse to the coveted 20 words-n- 
minute with accuracy which their 
job of receiving and transmitting 
morse messages at R.A.F. station 
demands. Speed alone is _ not 
enough. Security requires that 
operational signals in morse be 
sent in cypher or code. Consequ- 
ently messages often consist of 
apparently meaningless groups of 
letters, so that guessing at a let- 
ter is no good. Absolute accuracy 
is a first quality of the good wire- 
less operator, both the man in the 
air, and his counterpart on the 
ground. Morse, incidentally, is 
the medium used for most bomber 
communications— radio-telephony 
being the special province of the 
fighters. Ground operators get! 
further chances of joining the fly-, 
ing crews. And large numbers | 
do, in fact, manage to become 
wireless operator—air gunners 
after a spell of service on the 
ground. The spirit of the = air 
grows on them with their life on 
an B.A.F, station.

To the right type of young man, 
especially the volunteer not yet 
called up, the Signals service of 
the R.A.F. offers a special wel- 
come. A normal standard = of 
education only Is required—a guud 
elementary or technical schooling 
is enough -- since the RAE. 
schools give all the further train- 
ing which is required. But some 
knowledge of electricity, morse, or 
signals is an asset. For this rea- 
son intending applicants are ad- 
vised to get hold of any authori- 
tative books on the subject. Those 
yet too young to Join the Air Force 
can gain a lot of useful] signals ex- 
perience in the Air Defence Corps. 

At present, there is a short 
waiting period following attesta- 
tion before selected candidates 
can commence their training. This 
intervention*can be well employ- 
ed by the embryo wireless opera - 
tor in getting to know something 
about his job. Such knowledge 
helps the recruit to get through 
tris intensive training courses 
more readily, and fits him earlier 
for his vital work as a member 
of the ever-growing striking 
forces of the R.A.F., destined to 
play a big part in the achievement 
of victory.

“There are two huge dormi- 
tories for 150 prisoners and a bar- 
bed .wire enclosure.

“Visitors are allowed once a 
week, but they must stand outside 
the barbed wire at a shouting dis- 
tanoe.

“Prisoners wash their own 
clothes under a communal pump. 
They have only one meal a day 
— lentil soup, with meat in it, 
and bread.

An Ordinance to «amend 
the Places of Public Enter- 
tainment Ordinance is gazet- 
ted this morning. 

The object of the proposed 
new section in the Places of 
Public Entertainment Re- 
gulation® Ordinance is to put 
an end to a_ ticket-selling 
racket which has grown into 
an intolerable nuisance. 

Briefly, the trouble is that 
touts, acting for individuals or 
gangs who have bought quan- 
tities of tickets in advance, 
stand about in the streets ad- 
joining and the entrance halls 
of and approaches to, cine- 
mas, theatres  and_ sports 
grounds, sometimes even ob- 
structing the entrances, box- 
offices or turnstiles, impor- 
tuning would-be entrants to 
buy their tickets from them, 
and often representing that 
all other seats are fully book- 
ed. 

Not only have complaints 
against this nuisance been 
received from entertainment 
organisers and the ‘public, 
but ‘there is cause to 
believe that the operations 
of gangs or roughs, interested 
in the sale at their own, prices 
of these tickets, have result- 
ed in several assaults on 
members of the public and 
even in a street murder out- 
side a theatre.
